Further up, on (he south- 
west corner of same street and Par- 
sons avenue, they are plowing up and 
ca r ry i n g off tho oar t h i n \ ) re |)n r a ti o n 
fcr the erection thereu[)on of a large, 
handsome three- story brick business 
house, 32x67, to cost six thousand dol- 
lars.

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To The Editor Journal : — I see a 
good deal said about the laggjudnesh 
of the Clniirman of the National Con 
ventitm Executive Committoo in not 
announcing the time for tho Conven- 
tion, and not appointing a local CA>m- 
mittee, etc. j also a little said about 
Committee of the Gartield Memorial 
not even publicly announcing tin: 
time for the unveiling cej-emonies. 
etc. 

I In my humble opinion, it is unjust 
to so severely criticise Mr. Booth. It 
was announced long since that the 
Convention would ttdce place about 
the last of August, and if Mr. Booth 
had intended changing the time, he 
would have no doul)t l)een out l)efore 
this. It is nearly five moitths till the 
Convention convener, and 1 can see no 
necojisity iu being so "previous." 
But I have no doubt tiuii as good and 
live man as Mr. Booth is, has not been 
tlerelict, and the reasons for not acting 
sooner he will satisfactorily explain, 
when he does act, I venture the 
assertion that most of tho grumblers 
with him do not know the man, or 
their criticism was prompted merely 
on account of his hostility to the 
ecclesiasticar course of lie v. Dr. Gal- 
laudeU or the fear tinit New York 
would be cheated. I may bo wrong in 
this ; but, at any rate, if all will wait a 
while, Mr. Booth will explain every- 
thing to the satisfju^tion of the ra- 
tional. 

As for the Committee of the Gar- 
field Memorial, what has been siid 
was timely, and the Committee 
deserve nothing better. The unveil- 
ing ceremonies ought to be an eve)i( 
in thQ history of deaf mutes, and it 
should be heralded far and wide, and 
the Committee should consult the 
wishes of otiicrs — especially those 
who subscribed for the fund. One 
corresjjondent said it was announced 
in an obscure corner of tho Joitunai. 
that the unveiling ceremonies would 
take place on the second of May — 
mark it^ only three weeks ahead, and 
nofhimj from the Committee — an<l, 
through a careful reader of the 
Journal, I failed to see that annaunco- 
ment, and I guess there are others 
who also failed to notice it. The 
attitude of tho C'ollego autht)rities from 
the veiy beginning has been of tho 
most conteiu|>tuou8 and seltish kind. 
They tried to claim the humble honor 
t>f first suggesting the Mem(»rial. I 
am informed by two trustworthy 
persons connected with the College, 
that the subject hnd never been men 
tioned in tho halls of tho College, 
until it was proposed iu the columns t»f 
the JouuNAL, ni»tvvithstanding ** Les* 
ter Montrose's'* assertion that the 
niatti'r had been (/eneraltj/ discussed 
(ami allowed to drop), and I have seen 
a letter from Dr. Gallaudet, when he 
n<bnittod tho truth of it. IVfr. Draper 
may have casually mentioned it to some 
one (or two, or three), but no more 
was done or said. 

In simple justice to every one, will 
tho College authorities state : 1. Why 
they have so adroitly avoide*! eaying 
anything of late about tho unveiling 
ceremonies T 2. Why they do not 
consult the wishes of those who made 
it a success t 3. Why they do not 
have tho unveiling ceremonies at a 
time when it is most convenient for 
tho mutes to attend? I would ask 
these question of the Committee, but 
it is a well-known fact that the Com- 
mittee is merely a Hgurediead, who 
must obey the whip of the College 
authorities, or two members of the 
Committee who are College authori- 
ties. 

Which Chairman (if the Garfield 
Memorial Committee have iri trusted 
the whole matter witli tlieir Chairirian), 
Mr. Booth or Mr. Hotchki?-s, deserves 
tho most severe criticinm for not an- 
nouncing the time for the two National 
events, and making such pre|>arfttionB 
as are necessary, taking in^o cormidera 
tion f.ne event is five months ahead, 
and the other three weeks. 

I could H\y mor©, but any fair- 
minded and impartial person will s'^e 
that Mr. Booth explains Rati8factorily 
his delay, and they will not see any 
sitisfactory explanation from the other 
Chairman, College authorities, Co.n 
mittee, or whoever is "boss." Lot us 
wait and see. If I have been wrong 
in holding up one, and pulling down 
another, I will gladly make honorable 
ariieuds. Abe.

Mr. Charles O. Upham, of Water- 
town, N. Y., under date April lOth, 
writes : " A well-dressed tleaf and 
dumb gentleman arrived in Water- 
town last Monday night, and put U[) 
at the Globe Hotel, and registered as 
•Geo. Enos, Quebec/ Not getting 
up the next morning, and several 
knocks at the door, that was locked 
and bolted, failing to receive any 
answer from within, an entrance was 
eflfoctcd through a window. He was 
found unconscious !n his t)ed, and to 
have had a shock of paralysis. Medi- 
cal aid was promptly summoned, and 
those in charge of him were untiring 
in making everything as comfortable 
for him ae possible. He was un- 
conscious until 10:30 o'clock, last 
ruesday night, when he expired. I 
visited the sick man that night, and 
remained till he died. Tho doctor 
tried several times to make him rally, 
and when he rallied up, the doctor 
isktd me to say something to him in 
signs, and see if he might wish to say 
something, but he could not answer 
it on account of his right side being 
paralyzed, but he seemed to under- 
stand what we said to him. His shirt 
and collar were marked '11. Thomas.' 

*'Ho was light-complexioned, with a 
sandy moustache and a goatee. He 
was partly bald on the front portion 
i^ his head, and had no thumb on his 
left hand. He was slender iu form, 
md about five feet and eight inches 
high, and was nice-looking. Ho was 
about thirty-five years old. Those 
acquainted with him will reoogniza 
him from the above description given 
of him.
